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The State Theatre's 2th Anniversary

When the late Marcus Loew opened his State theatre on Broadway 
and 45th Street 25 years ago he didn't have the faintest idea that it would 
outlast the great Palace, Keith-Albee and the Orpheum Circuit as a 
temple for Vaudeville!

Marcus Loew first started business in a Penny Arcade on 23d Street, 
near 8th Avenue. It w at this time he first met Jake Lubin, who was 
then manager of Mine 8th Avenue (where the amateur nights were 
bor! Loew earnea n iv things about show business fron Lubir He 
then opened the Arcade in Harlem with David Warfield as his silent 
partner. The Cozy Corner theatre, afterwards known as The Royal in 
Brooklyn, was his next venture. It was a 10c. crude picture house. When 
he began putting in shows in stores all over the city (299-seaters) War- 
field wanted to pull out, but Marcus Loew told him their partnership 
was for life, and so it remained 

I remember the time the Loew office was in the American Theatre 
Building, with Joe Schenck as the head booker and Jack Goldberg his 
office boy. In a short time Jack became head booker and it was his judy- 
ment and knowledge of acts that helped Loew climb to the top in the 
vaudeville field. N.T.G. (Nils T. Granlund) was press agent for the cir- 
cuit at the time and a darn good one. He revolutionized vaude and pic 
exploitation. When the Loew office moved to the Putnam Building (where 
the Paramount theatre now stands) Loew would look out of his olfice 
window and watch them putting up the State theatre a block away. One 
day he turned to Jake Lubin, who was now the booking manager ‘and 
still is), and said, “Jake, you have $3,000 worth of stock in the circuit 
Lubin thought it was a present, but found that he had so much a week 
taken out of his salary to pay for the stock. Not many vears later he sold 
his stock for $10€,000. 

Forgot to Build Dressing Rooms | 

When the State was finished they found they forgot to put in dressing 
rooms. The actors would go across the street to the N. Y. theatre, get 
dressed, and come back to do their acts at the State. Loew then offered 
to buy the Variety building, at 154 West 46th street, but Sime wouldnt 
sell, so Loew bought the building at 160 W. 46th Street and built dress- 
ing rooms and an office building for the franchised agents of the Loew 


Circuit. 
The first manager of the State was Joe Vogel, now a high official with 


the circuit. Then came Joe Emmett (an ex-yodeler), followed by Ken 
Behr (an ex-aviator), then George Miner (one of the famous Mine: 
theatrical family), and about 15 years ago Al Rosen took over and stayed 


there up to two years ago when he became an independent producer and 
manager, He was and still is one of the best liked managers in the busi- 
ness. Ruby Zwerling, the musical director, has shaken his baton at actors 
20 years at the State, and there are still many men in his 
orchestra that started with him. Ruby, to my mind, is the greatest 
vaudeville leader of today, the only one in the whole country who has 
been at it for the past 20 consecutive years. Nick Massa took over the stage 
Management even before the house was finished and is still there 
ning the show as smooth as a kitten’s ear. Louis, the doorman. knows 
every actor and their scores. He also is still doing favors for the boys 
and girls at the door.

A Team That Sticks | 
One of the outstanding things of the Loew Circuit is that their em- 
ployees have remained with them for years and years. Managers, em- 


ployees, bookers, agents, stagehands, musicians, office help stay on the 
payrolls until pensioned. Tops of the oldtime managers of the circuit 
who stand out in my mind are Gene Meyers, Charlie Potsdam, Larry 


Beatus (now top man of the N. Y. division) and Vic Morris of the old 
Orpheum in Boston, Marvin Schenck started as an office boy, became 
assistalt broker to Jake Lubin and now is a veepee of the company. Leo 
Cohn and Jesse Kaye (now bookers) started when they were kids. 


Charlie Moskowitz began as a bookkeeper and now is a top man along- 
side of Nick Schenck. A great bunch of guys who reflect the head of 
the organization—Marcus Loew. 

The first big time acts that shifted to Loew from the Keith Circuit 
were Amelia Bingham, Four Mortons, Van & Schenck and James J. 
Morton.

Cold water was throw: on 
monopoly suits by indie exhibs 
the first ruling to be handed down 
by a Federal court since the re- 
vamping of industry practices or- 
| dered in the Government's N. Y 
equity action. The view expressed 
by Federal Judge R. M. Gibson | 
| Friday (30), in a 26-page opinion, 


played down the effect of the main 


anti-trust decision and limited its 
applicability. In so doing, Judge 
Gibson termed the provisions of the 
decree suit “drastic” and said the 
likelihood of appeal from it “‘possi- 


bly weakens it as a citation of legal 
principles.” 


Court decision which tossed out 
the triple damage anti-trust com- 
plaint of Harry Normal Bal! filed 
| in the western district of Pennsyl- 
|} vania against Pennware Theatre 
| Corp.. A. N. Notopoulos, its prexy. 
| Paramount, RKO, Loew’s and 20th- 
| Fox, in effect held that each anti- 
trust suit must stand on its own 


regardless of any general findings 
of monopoly in the main equity ac- 
tion. In the wake of its differentia- 
tion between a Government prose- 
cuted action and one initiated by an 
exhibitor, lawyers for the defend- 
ants, predicted that it would act as 
a brake on the number of suits filed 
by disgruntled theatre owners 
against film companies.

System is also being tried out in 
other strictly competitive areas, but 
identification of the cities is being 
kept under wraps by Metro sales- 
chief William F. Rodgers.

Modus Operandi 
Typical format, it’s been revealed, 


‘ 


|is for the branch manager to ad- 
vise exhibitors in a certain locality 
|that a film is available for bidding. 
Local sales chief sends out letters 
to each exhib involved, asking them 
| what they'll offer for the film, how 
many days they plan to run it if 
they're awarded the picture and 
other pertinent details. Exhibs are 
requested to make their bids in 


writing within a specified time limit, 
which is set to give them a chance 
to study the situation, figure out 
what they think the picture is worth 
to them and if they can fit it into 
their schedules within a reasonable 
length of time. 

After the exhibs have mailed in 
their bids, the company studies 
to ascertain which will bring in the 
most revenue in the light of each 
house's earning power. Branch man- 
ager, it’s believed, decides upon the 
winning bid since, if the system be- 
comes law with the final decree and 
bids pour through from all over the 
country for each film, it would be 
impossible for the h.o. sales execs 
to handle them all. In making its 
decision on the winning bid, the 
company takes into consideration the 
seating capacity of each theatre, 
what the house did on previous 
films, etc. Company then decides and 
notifies the exhib who has turned 
in the winning bid. 

It’s believed possible, under such 
a system, that a situation might 
arise wherein none of the bids would 
be acceptable to the company. Me- 
tro sales chiefs declared that they've 
been studying their possible moves 
in such cases, but would not com- 
ment on whether such a situation 
has come to light in the tests con- 
ducted to the present time

Best monetary conditions appear 
to exist in Switzerland, where the 
Swiss franc has held its own well 
on the exchange market, making the 
little country a good bet for film 
trade in spite of its small size. So 
far Belgium has been the best mar- 
ket for Rep, according to Altschuler, 
who said that 40 Rep pix are already 
playing in that country. Belgium's 
197 theatres operate on a_6 strict 
double feature policy, providing a 
lush market. Rep exec said that 
Europe will be open to U. S. pix 
for some time to come, since do- 
mestic product there is not nearly 
sufficient to absorb open dates. When 
production increases sufficiently in 
foreign countries, nations that can 
do so are expected to begin quota 
regulations on a large scale. 

Rep’s long absence from the for- 
eign field is fortunate. according to 
Altschuler, because there was no 
bad precedent set in the market by 
a large number of low-budget pic- 
tures which the company produced 
for several years.

Card Rate Mean? 


Washington, Sept. 3 

Nearly 75% of over 700 members 
NAB stations have two rate cards 
for the same time slots during the | 
day, approximately 20% have a uni- 
“ip charge to all advertisers, and 

he remaining 5% may have either 
two or three rates depending on the 
type of time-buyer 

These figures on the extent of 
multiple-ad-rates in radio were 
turned up by the NAB here last 
week as a result of a nationwide 
survey made at the request of the 
association’s Sales Managers’ Ex- 
ecutive Committee. NAB said re- 
plies were received from 82%. of 
the stations surveyed. 

The practice of charging two and 
three rates for the same _ time 
periods, NAB found, is more preva- 
lent among the smaller stations and 
in the medium and small cities and 
towns. No station reported more 
than three rates. 

Stations using’ the 
systems differentiated the tabs as 
local” and ‘“‘national” ad-rates. The 
“national” rates of all stations were 








double-rate 


, commissionable to an advertising 
agency, while three-fourths of the 
“local” or “retailer” rates were not 
commissionable. 

While local retailers pay a higher 
_rate than sponsors of nationally | 
| distributed products, the local 
wholesaler or distributor is usually 
pinched for more dough than the 
retailer ad the same time.

ILGWU 6506 Bid for WOV Fizzles, 
Highlighting ODay Fiscal Snag 


Washington, Sept. 3. 

Arde Bulova’s attempts to unload 
his WOV indie in New York under 
the FCC rules forbidding dual own- 
ership in the same city is gradually 
developing into the one of the most 
curious cases on record. 

On the surface it would appear 
that all prospective purchasers of 
the station, which under the man- 
agerial helm of Ralph Weil turns in 
a neat annual profit, are shying 
away from’ entering into seri- 
ous negotiations. And all because 
of the fact that acquisition of the 
station would involve them in law- 
suits with one of the minority 
stockholders, Richard O’Day, who 
appears to be protected by financial 
arrangements which would involve 
the purchasers of WOV. 

The fact that O’Day has contracted 
such an arrangement isn’t news; it 
was disclosed, much to the annoy- 
ance of the Mester Bros., when they 
tried to purchase WOV last year for 


$300,000. And although it was the 
FCC’s “thumbs down” edict that 
prevented the sale from going 


through, rather than O'’Day’s voice, 
nonetheless it was apparent that 
O'Day woald have to be reckoned 
with. 

Just how serious a_ stumbling 
block it has become was crystallized 
Jast week, when the International 
Ladies Garment Workers’ Union, 
which wanted to acquire the station 
—and from reports was willing to 
plunk down $650,000—bowed quietly 
out of the picture. Only a week ago 
David Dubinsky’s union was giving 
serious thought to the acquisition of 
WOV. It has ambitious plans in 
radio, currently awaiting the FCC's

At NAB Confab 


A new move is reported afoot 
within the ranks of the NAB which 
supports the claim that there’s a 
widening schism between the pre- 
dominant “grass roots’ element and 
the network representation. 

If the forthcoming Chicago con- 
vention of the NAB adopts the new 
Standards of Practice as formulated 
at the recent Estes Park, Colo., 
board conclave, it will vest the board 
with power to amend a by-law 
which will reduce the network’s fees 
to the association. In itself it won't 
make much difference in the amount 
of coin paid by the webs to the 
NAB. With a $650,000 NAB budget, 
NBC pays about $30,000, CBS pays a 
like amount, and Mutual, which has 
joined up for the first time this 
year, is nicked for about $9,000. All 





told it’s slightly over 10% of the 
NAB’s total budget. Under the 
amended by-law, the networks 


would contribute a flat total of 10°. 

But it’s the implication behind the 
move that has already stirred some 
comment. For the theory is that it 
will give the networks a less dom- 
inant role. 

The purported move follows on 
the heels of a report that, when the 
NAB assembles for its Chi conven- 
tion, an effort may be made to strip 
the NAB directorate of its network 
representation, likewise attributed 
to opposing viewpoints.

DEATH Klaa! 


There has been considerable criti- 
cism of late over the standards of 


shows. It’s particularly applicable 
to New York City, where most of 
the programs originate. 

The blame is focussed in several 
directions: (a) on the directors of 
the shows, who appear to have but 
one ambition, to get the programs 


on and off the air: (b) the off-the- 
cuff performances that many radio 
actors are turning in; (c) the recur- 
ring “conflicts” that are permitted 
among the performers, which ap- 
pear to be growing worse rather 
than diminishing and which in- 
evitably invites the ‘“not-enough- 
rehearsal-time” gag, which is always 
the excuse for a poor show; (d) the 
failure of the top network execs 
themselves to realize that the stand- 
ards are far below par, which 
many blame on the fact that the top 
execs don’t catch the shows in ques- 
tion, 

But principally it’s the directors 
of the shows who are held respon- 
sible for the conditions that exist. 
With but very few exceptions, it’s 
claimed, they condone the “conflicts” 
which permit actors to show up late, 
or not at all, for rehearsals and, at a 
time when the ranks of the better 
performers have been increased by 
their return to civvies, enable one 
actor to get two paychecks for two 
performances instead of two actors 
getting paid for one performance 


each. : 
The fact that the standards of 
discipline in the studio have, in 


many instances, reached an incred- 
ibly low state, is also blamed on the 
director. It’s reported that many 
actors spend most rehearsal time 
not on the script but in kidding 
around, the women knit, and many 
of the performers resent taking 
direction. One legit performer 
called in for a network sustainer, 
trained in the disciplinary stage 
tradition, said she couldn't get over 


“the shocking conditions in the 
studio.” But the director of the 
show, she added, didn’t seem to 


mind at all; he only seemed anxious 
to get the job over with. 

Whether or not the Radio Direc- 
tors Guild is in any position to do 
anything about it appears to be a 
moot point, but it’s the feeling that, 
in view of the Guild’s pledge to help 
raise the standards of the profes- 
sion, it should step in—and at once.

MCA Non-Split Stance Due For 
Showdown in Tilton-Tepper Case

Music Corp. of America will get 
a major indication of how the trade 
feels about its recent edict of not 
| splitting commissions on any per- 
former on its roster. A test case 
involving Martha Tilton will be 
given to Artists Representatives 
Assn., shortly, and question of how

Case in point concerns Miss Til- 
ton’s booking at the Club Charles, 
Baltimore, at $1,350. Booking was 


made through Sol Tepper, who holds 


an exclusive on the spot, and at 
payoff time, 5% was taken out of 
Miss Tilton’s check and forwarded 
to Tepper. 

Tepper subsequently refused to 


refund the dough claiming that Miss 
Tilton’s contract said nothing about 


the booking being net. However, 
MCA holds that it’s understood in 
the trade that all deals on MCA 
performers are to be net unless 
otherwise stated. and consequently 
the Tilton deal came under the net 
category 

Case is expected to involve a great 
deal of fireworks as bookers and 
other agencies have been bitter 
about the MCA ruling. Some have 
even expressed themselves as the 


action being a major MCA step to- 
complete domination of the 
ndustry. Some bookers have _ ex- 
pressed themselves as believing this 
be one means of direct dealing 
with cafe owners and aimed to- 
ward total elimination of bookers. 
Among stem cafe bookers, it’s no 
secret that they'll only buy MCA 
talent as a last resort.

JACQUES RICHEPIN

atres. He also wrote many poems 
and novels.

First encounter took place during 
rehearsals of “Aphrodite,” in which 
Mme. Richepin was to play the title 
role. It stemmed from a remark by 
Frondaie that she was paying more 
attention to her husband’s concep- 


tion of the role than to his direction. |

Then one day his co-slaves who were living badly 
the by-liner lived offensively well on $12, went on strike. They held a 
plebicite first. They voted unanimously to get out and walk around in 
The columnist was late for the caucus but after it was over and 
everybody had gone he went around snooping and collecting the little bits 
of paper which had been used for ballots. 

He “Syndicated” to One Ring 

The strike on, he dodged joining the picket line on the claim that he 
was not really a staff man but a syndicated columnist just like Pegler, 
Mme. Roosevelt, Winchell, Pearson, Baer, Hopper and all the rest. What 
he did with the ballots never was discovered. Maybe he used them to jot 
down notes. Maybe he turned them in to the chief. Maybe he finked. 


In time he was exposed and fired, but by then Hitler had become such a 
menace that he got another job at $50 a month almost immediately with 
transportation to boot camp to boot. After that he disappeared. I have 
searched casualty lists, the confessions of returned heroes and even Budd 
Schulberg’s account of “The Celluloid Noose” in the current Screen Writer 
in vain. He may have become a scenario writer, but nobody short of 
J. Edgar Hoover can track down what all of them really do or where 
they hide.

The Chase For Negative 

Though he had nothing to do with the overseas phase of the Hollywood 
writers’ contribution to victory, I wouldn’t be surprised if right now he 
were working on an “original” from Schulberg’s magnificent story of the 
chase after the negative which was to hang the Nazis. Beginning with 
Wild Bill Donovan's OSS boys in Washington and ending as Operations 
Justice at the Nuremberg trials before Justice Robert H. Jackson, it’s as 
exciting as a Hitchcock scream. Film was hunted down every place, from 
German salt mines to Swiss safe deposit vaults—millions of feet of it. 

How time was running out against the guys who were hunting out the 
photographic evidence to be used against the war criminals and how they 
finally brought the completed picture to the screen in time is Schulberg’s 
story, and excellently told. In cutting the final document they used as a 
climax film of corpses piled so high at Belsen that a bulldozer had to be 
driven through the victims of Nazi atrocities to clear a path for the re- 
treating krauts. Even Goering and the remaining 21 fiends in human form 
nearly puked on seeing “Mein Finish.” 

Trial By Positive 

When the lights went on again in the Nuremburg courtroom, Schulberg 
reports, Hans Frank, who murdered 5,000,000 Poles, continued to sit there 
motionlessly. In fact he had to be carried back to his cell. Goering, 
Keitel, Raeder, Doenitz, von Ribbentrop, Von Papen, Seyss-Inquart, Hess 
and the rest made it on their own sweat, but they must have envied the 
rats who committed suicide. 

It was a double-feature—a four-hour show. Joe Zigman, Dr. Karl 
Jacoby, Jack Ford, Ray Kellogg, Jack Monroe, John Bott, Bob Parrish, 
Bob Webb, Bob Hiden, Stuart Schulberg, and Jim Donovan, all get credits 
by Budd Schulberg for bringing this picture in on schedule. 

He further credits Major Arinarius, who seems to have known every 
picture Jack Ford ever directed, Major Viergang and several other officers 
with giving invaluable help in hunting down film hidden in Poland and 
elsewhere, but since these were Russians and it is currently bad form to 
speak well of an old ally, I don’t see why 1 should widen the range of 
Schulberg’s decency. If I kept it up long enough I'd be sure fo unearth 
the columnist who disappeared and I’m not writing for the Encyclopedia 
Britannica. Nevertheless Budd Schulberg is one columnist I wish I had
